ANY OF MY READERS have been 
kind enough to tell me that they en- 
joy my historical sketches and have 
urged me to write more along that line. My 
efforts of the past in this direction have 
been confined almost solely to famous Am- 
erican herds, but it has occurred to me that 
inasmuch as our Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle came 
originally from the 
British Isles, that many 
of our readers might 
be interested in learn- 
ing more of the herds 
of the Mother Country. 

I have selected the 
herd of Mr. J. E. Kerr, 
known as the Harvies- 
toun Herd, of all of the 
great herds of Britain, 
for this purpose, for 
two reasons, one being 
that since its founding 
nearly a half century 
ago, it has maintained 
the most consistent 
record of outstanding 
performances in both 
the show ring and in 
the sale ring, of any to 
be found anywhere in 
the world, and the oth- 
er is that the painstak- 


ing efforts revealed in

its establishment 
and _ subsequent 
rise to fame 
furnishes a con- 


vincing example of the truth that in no 
line of endeavor is success, above the ordin- 
ary, achieved without the application of 
more than ordinary effort and without the 
benefit of more than ordinary ability. 


It is difficult to get successful people to 
admit this fact, largely because of their 
characteristic modesty. I know that this 
was true of one of the best friends I ever 
had, the late Will Rogers, who came up 
from an obscure cowboy to be an outstand- 
ing world figure, and the most popular man 
of his day in America. I recall Will’s once 
telling me that he was surprised at his suc- 
cess and that he knew no reason for it, 
except luck. I knew, of course, that he was 
greatly undervaluing himself, and anyone 
who has read the beautiful, and intimate 
story of his life, by his widow, Betty Rog- 
ers, only recently published, will realize 
that Will’s devotion to work and his far- 
above-average talents, were responsible for 
his world wide fame, rather than luck. 

I have not talked with Mr. Kerr recently, 
but knowing him to be a modest man, I 
should not be surprised if he, too, would 
hesitate to attribute his success as a breed- 
er to anything except fortunate circumstan- 
ces, and to sound advice from more mature 
breeders in connection with the selection of

his foundation animals, etc., but an examin- 
ation of his work will, as in the case of Will 
Rogers, convince one that more than ordin- 
ary effort and more than average ability 
have been responsible for the exceptional 
achievements of the Harviestoun herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus. And Mr. Kerr’s endeav- 
ors in the pure bred 
live stock field have 
not been confined to 
his outstanding Aber- 
deen-Angus herd al- 
though that was his 
first love and remains 
his greatest interest. 
He has attained nota- 
ble results with other 
breeds, in fact, his live 
stock interests are 
more diversified than 
those of any _ other 
breeder I know. He is 
well known for his 
Shorthorns, his Clydes- 
dale and Hackney 
horses, his Leicester 
sheep and his Shetland 
ponies. This discussion 
will be devoted exclus- 
ively, however, to his 
career as a breeder of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
which, after all, as 
above indicated, have 
always been foremost 
in his affections and which, in return, have 
contributed most to his fame and fortune. 
Mr. Kerr, like many another who has

A Few Suggestions pertaining to the prepara- 
tion of Cattle for Sale or for Exhibition, Includ- 


ing the Selection, Feed, Exercise, and Gentling. 
By MRS. H. HAMILTON HACKNEY 


public shows and sales, I assume that 

you have a herd of good registered cows, 
an even better bull, and that you feed your 
cows adequately the year round to insure a 
good milk supply for the calves, that you 
keep salt, mineral and fresh water available 
at all times, and that your calves have a 
calf-creep almost from the day they are 
born, and not just a calf-creep, but a calf- 
creep which is kept filled with feed twenty- 
four hours out of the twenty-four. 

There are three items to be taken into 
consideration to do the job successfully, 
quality, handling and feeding. You must 
pick good animals to start with, you must 
handle them regularly and gently, and you 
must feed them well. 

Animals sold in public auctions are usual- 
ly young, averaging in the Maryland sales 
from one to two years of age. You will 
find it better business and more economical 
to select your animals for the sales at 
weaning time, about six and a half or seven 
months old, to start them on feed at that 
time and to keep them coming right along, 
than to pick yearling heifers or bulls that 
are on pasture, or have not been pushed, 
and try to put back on them the fat they 
have lost. oe 

When looking over your calves to make 
your selection, keep in mind the ideal Ab- 


i. YOU INTEND to enter animals in 


erdeen-Angus type. Look for depth and 
thickness of body, shortness of leg, short- 
ness of neck, a good broad head with a 
smart set of ears, nice smooth tail-setting, 
and full, deep quarters. If you can get your 
hands on the calves, test them for quality. 
If a calf has a thin, pliable hide that is easy 
to pick up, that calf has quality and will do 
well on feed. If, on the other hand, the 
hide feels thick and hard and is difficult to 
pick up, that calf lacks quality and will not 
do so well on feed. 

Consider, as well as the individuality of 
the calf, the production record of its dam. 
If the cow has given you good calves year 
after year, that calf will be a pretty safe 
bet. If you cannot decide between two 
calves which appear equally good individ- 
ually, choose the one out of the cow which 
has the best production record. Consider 
also the milking ability of the cow. A calf 
which has had an abundant supply of moth- 
er’s milk from the beginning is off to a 
much better start than a calf which has 
been handicapped from a lack of milk. 

When you have made your selections, 
separate the heifers from the bulls and run 
them into good roomy box stalls. Be sure 
there is plenty of trough and hay rack 
space so that the calves can all line up at 
one time to eat without having to push each 
other aside. Give them the same feed they

Darken the win- 
dow and door openings by hanging burlap 
sacks in them or painting the window panes 
with blue calsomine which easily washes 
off again. The darker the barn is, the coo. 
er it seems and the less attractive it is for 
flies to enter. Use a good fly spray in the 
summer and be sure it is one intended for 
live stock, and not just a household spray 
which often will have ingredients injurious 
to the hair. Use a light weight blanke 
during the summer, not the one you will 
take to the show, but any old one which can 
be improvised out of burlap bags. This will

The leading lesson learned, they must be 
taught to stand properly with the show- 
stick. Make them pose with a foot square- 
ly under each corner, heads up, backs 
straight and tails down. Be very patient, 
talk to them, scratch them, and never hit 
them with the show-stick. If they become 
afraid of it, you will never be able to make 
them behave with it. If you are going to 
use a leather show-halter with the chain 
under the chin, be sure the animal is well 
used to it before show day.

ed and the troughs or feeding pans key 
scrupulously clean. We feed a ration coy. 
sisting of coarsely cracked corn, crushe 
oats, bran, salt, cottonseed meal and grounj 
wheat. In the winter time, hot cooked bar. 
ley is mixed with it at feeding time and jn 
the summer, wet beet pulp. Molasses js 
used with this when available. The wheat 
should be freshly ground and not kept mor 
than a week. It contains vitamin £, the 
fertility vitamin, but loses its potency if 
kept too long. We give the animals hay 
once a day, but not too much as it makes 
them pot-bellied, and we prefer good tin- 
othy hay in the show barn where the cattle 
are on heavy feed. 

A little green grass is an excellent tonic 
for them, especially in the spring when the 
grass is full of minerals. If you havea 
grass paddock handy to the barn, turn them 
out in it for fifteen or twenty minutes a 
atime. Do this after a feeding, for if you

The fact that 
Aberdeen-Angus steers have won over sixty 
per cent of all championships at the annual 
International Live Stock xpositions, in 
Chicago, as against all competing breeds, 
has contributed to the popularity of the 
Aberdeen-Angus. . 

All cattle entered in the Eastern Regional 
Show and Sale are pure bred animals from 
T. B. and Bangs-accredited herds. All have 
been passed upon by the Sale Committee 
and have been accepted on the basis of 
sound blood lines and good breeding quali- 
ties. Sale Manager is W. Alan McGregor, 
of Worton, Maryland.

In answer to an eastern request for 
figures on Aberdeen-Angus growth in 
that section since 1930 a little research 
work has resulted in some interesting 
information. As of the present time 
there are almost 350 per cent more Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders in the eight 
eastern states of Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, Pennsylvania, New 
York, New Jersey, Delaware and Con- 
necticut than there were just fourteen 
years ago. 

Biggest percentage growth is found 
in Maryland with 167 Aberdeen-Angus. 
breeders in 1944 against six in 1930. 
Biggest gain in total number of breed- 
ers is in Virginia 354 against seventy- 
one. New York and Pennsylvania are 
not far behind with 244 compared with 
forty-nine in 1930 and 124 compared 
with twenty-six, respectively.

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PETTERS 


HE ANNUAL MEETING of the On- 
T iat Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 

ciation was held in Toronto on Feb- 
ist, 1944. Mr. T. Alex Edwards, 
Ontario, was re-elected president 

and Mr. A. C. McTaggart, manager of Don 
Head Farms, Richmond Hill, Ontario, was 
elected vice-president. Mr. L. E. O’Neill, of 
the Department of Agriculture, Toronto, 
Ontario, continues as Secretary. The 1944 
sale will be held on October 7th. 

The guest speaker at the meeting was 
Mr. W. Alan McGregor, vice-president of 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association, Worton, Maryland. Mr. Mc- 
Gregor raised some questions of deep inter- 
est to Aberdeen-Angus breeders. I quote 
the following extracts from his address: 

“In the United States most of our large 
fairs and shows are out for the duration of 
the war. Most of our fair grounds have 
been taken over by the Army for the dura- 
tion. Your Canadian shows, as I under- 
stand it, are not so seriously affected but 
are curtailed to a more or less degree. I 
wonder, when this war is over and we get 
back to somewhere near normal, when our 
major shows are again in operation, if we 
should still go ahead under the same show 
yard standards as we have previously been 
working under. Many of us think we have 
been getting our breeding animals too fat. 
It seems the fatter they are the higher they 
will stand. The breeding abilities of many 
of our show cattle have been impaired or 
ruined by over-fitting. Would we not be 
wise to think about this now and plan our 
shows so that our judges would really dis- 
criminate against over-fitting and show our 
cattle in ‘good breeding condition’, fat 
enough to look attractive and demonstrate 
they can take on fat, but not so fat as to 
impair their usefulness. This same thing 
applies to auction sales. Many an overfit- 
ted animal has gone through our sale rings 
at high prices only to prove a disappoint- 
ment to the purchaser. Just a few days 
ago I received a letter from one of the di- 
rectors of our Association advocating the 
employment of veterinarians as fieldmen. 
He went on to say ‘I have talked to a good 
many breeders in the past couple of years 
and one of their principal worries is the fact 
that local veterinarians are not capable of 
settline high priced highly fitted females.’ 
Don’t you think it would be much more to 
the point if we did not fit these animals 
so highly in the first place. Attending your 
Ontario Sale last fall I was impressed by 
the fact that not one of your animals could 
be called over-fitted. Your whole consign- 
ment was fat enough to make an attractive 
offering and I am sure none of the buyers 
will be troubled in getting them to breed. 
Over-fitting has been forced on us by com- 
petition. An animal in just a little better 
than good breeding condition has no chance 
under our present standards, to compete 
with a fat one. It looks like a good time 
to think about changing our system. 

Then there is the matter of size in our 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Early maturity 

calls for short legs and compact bodies. We 
have been getting them shorter legged and 
more compact to the point where we are 
fast losing scale, bone and weight for age. 
It sometimes seems that our judges meas- 
ure the length of the leg and walk the 
shortest legged animals to the top irrespec- 
tive of width, depth and the fundamental 
things we were taught to be essentials of a 
good beef animal. On a recent trip among 
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Ontario Breeders’ Annual Meeting

a number of highly publicized herds I saw 
mature herd bulls, in good condition that 
would not tip the scales at 1600 pounds. I 
was brought up on the idea that a mature 
Aberdeen-Angus bull, in good condition 
should weigh about a ton. Now, I said be- 
fore, the backbone of our pure bred business 
is the commercial cattle industry. The 
range man won’t give fifteen cents per head 
for these little short legged, short rumped 
bulls. They just can’t do their job under 
his conditions. He wants a reasonably short 
legged bull with thickness, ruggedness and 
scale. Why should we win in the shows 
with the kind of bulls our commercial men 
cannot use. Why should we set up one 
standard for the show yard and another for 
the commercial man. Sure, we all like short 
legged bulls but when we get them so short 
legged they can’t do their job we had better 
start thinking things over. We are losing 
size, thickness, length of rump, strong top 
lines and weight for age, the very things 
that put our breed on the map. 

“Beef cattle have been developed to con- 
sume large quantities of grass and rough- 
age. That is the basis on which our beef 
cattle have been profitable and is the only 
basis on which they continue to be profit- 
able. The little, fat, watch charm cattle 
are pretty to look at and are popular in the 
show ring at the present time. They are 
short legged, compact, and full of milk and 
concentrated feed. They have no capacity 
to handle the cheap grass, hay and silage. 
When the milk fat melts away, which it 
must under normal, common sense methods 
of handling a breeding herd, you have noth- 
ing left but an under-sized runt. There are 
more non-breeders, more breeding racks and 
other contraptions to help a bull do his job, 
more poor milking cows, more losses in 
ealving and more disappointed beginners 
than ever before. 

“Another show yard standard that seems 
to need a little common sense applied to it 
is in the steer classes. Year after year we 
see the fat steer classes being judged on 
one side of the ring and the carcass classes 
on the other. If you don’t get your steer 
fat enough for the open class you put him 
in the careass class. The grand champion 
steer is picked as the best finished steer 
in the show. The champion carcass comes 
from a steer of medium finish. The grand 
champion steer is far too fat for an ideal 
carcass. If this is true why do we put all 
that extra feed into him. Would it not be 
better common sense to judge the grand 
champion steer on the basis of his carcass 
as well as his merit on foot? 

“Remember that you cannot expect one 
bull to nick with all your cows. This is 
especially true if your cow herd is made up 
of animals of various and different blood 
lines. Any breeder having fifteen or more 
cows is justified in having more than one 
bull. Too many of us are multipliers of 
cattle rather than breeders. A constructive 
breeding program calls for a fundamental 
knowledge of type and blood lines and a 
willingness to put time, effort and thought 
to it. Father once told me if I wanted to 
be a real Aberdeen-Angus breeder I should 
always be on the lookout for another bull. 
When I found the bull I was sure I needed, 
to buy him. If his calves did not measure 
up, to get rid of him no matter what he had 
cost, how many prizes he had won or how 
much I thought of him. I wish I had fol- 
lowed that advice. I pass it on to you. Too 
often we see bulls continued in service, do- 


ing a bad job, because they were this, that, 
or something else. Too often we see bulls, 
continued in service because they sold for 
a very high price or their sires sold for a 
high price. The worth of a bull can only 
be measured by what he does, given a fair 
chance. A good bull must have good ani- 
mals behind him and he must be a good bull 
in his own right. He can make you or ruin 
you.’

While Black Prince and some other Aber- 
deen-Angus steers had been shown with 
varying degrees of success in earlier years, 
Dot, the Missouri bred steer, was the first 
Aberdeen-Angus to win a national cham- 
pionship.

Little has been said about. the Sullivan 
County Aberdeen-Angus Breeders, but the

While 
om others the usual stir for more of the bet- 
ae Aberdeen-Angus seems to increase. Dur- 
ing ‘the past several years the writer has 

ioiced over the additions to many he 
in Kentucky. In fact the blue grass state 
has for several years been reverting tobacco 
fields to permanent pasture and replacing 
cigarette golden leaves with Aberdeen-An- 
gus by many of its resourceful men of am- 
ple means. Little wonder they should be 
contenders for the better breeding animals 
offered in every auction and negotiating 
ate deals for some of the heretofore 
priceless treasures in many of the better 
herds of America. Now Aberdeen-Angus 
excellence both in strains and number, are 
found on farms in several sections of the 
states, far surpassing the then incompar- 
able collection at Undulata from 1902 to 
1906 of breeding cows and bulls sired by 
Prince Ito, Earl Eric of Ballindalloch and 
other nationally known bulls. 

The press reports of the January 1944 
public sales of Aberdeen-Angus cattle seem 
to foreshadow the expected repetition of 
1943 demand for breeding animals. Should

that of the 90’s and the early 20’s coupled 
with the partiality of some breeders to cer- 
tain tribes.

inspection of it, readily know the tribe they 
belong to, thus avoid resort to herd books 
for it. 


Cows of any tribe if the breeder desires 
to continue, should be bred to bulls of like 
strain, several material kindred genera- 
tions removed. A well known pedigree com- 
piler, recently engaged by two Kentucky 
breeders found some herd cows and their 
produce have been bred to bulls continuous- 
ly of other tribes for four or more genera- 
tions, thus totally obliterating the original 
strain; thus a puzzle only herd book num- 
bers can solve. This is forever a mystery 
to the beginner until he makes an exhaus- 
tive search by inquiry or finds the disclos- 
ures of the herd book. Many assert the 
produce of such cows should not. be align- 
ed with the original tribal cow until the 
fourth or fifth generation is applied for 
registry and sired by a bull of the same 
tribe as the original cow. 


Attention is called to the score card re- 
quirement for the breed in reference to the 
poll “A well defined poll.” I reckon I quote 
incorrectly. I heard the late Mr. Estill say 
in the early 90’s “I always looked for a 
good head and poll when I judged cattle,” 
but not until Imp. Evenest of Bleaton won 
the Imperial purple over our American bull 
in the International, was I so impressed 
with the importance of this score card re- 
quirement. Before the bulls left the ring 
I asked Mr. Chas. Caldwell to inquire of 
Mr. Cran, the Scotch Judge for his reason 
making the decision. His answer was “the 
Imported bull’s well defined poll.” I re- 
call a heated discussion as reported to me 
between two breeders on the same _ sub- 
ject. One of them had more good polls than 
the other who closed the controversy with

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Balanced by Cotton Pay wideawake Georgia Farmer 


Will Grow More Acres To Provide Protein 
Meal in 1944, 


(Editor’s Note: This is the 13th of a series 
of articles for live stock producers). 


“Live Stock and cotton make a perfect 
combination”, says Glenn Cooper, Aber- 
deen-Angus breeder and cotton grower of 
Cahutta, Georgia, who is carrying on a well 
balanced farming program with cotton as 
a profitable cash crop and source of needed 
live stock feed and other essential products. 

Recognizing the importance of home 
grown feeds for his live stock, Cooper as- 
sures his supply of cottonseed meal which 
furnishes essential protein for balanced ra- 
tions, by making cotton a part of his regu- 
lar farm program, and will increase cotton 
acreage in 1944. Through soil building 
practices, including terracing, use of ma- 
nure and commercial fertilizers, and plant- 
ing of legumes and winter cover crops, he 
has increased his yields to nine bales of 
cotton from 10.2 acres in 1943, and 60 bush- 
els of corn per acre. 

“Live stock make the land more produc- 
tive in and increases the profit from cot- 
ton”, Cooper comments. “They convert in- 
to cash much of the waste and otherwise 
unusable portions of field crops, such as 
grain straws, corn shucks and husks left in 
the field, grass and weeds. Cotton provides 
the meal containing essential protein for 
balancing the grains and hays, and giving 
maximum returns from all the feed crops 
on the farm.” 

Starting his farming operations with only 
a few scrub cows, Cooper since 1932 has 
built up a herd of eighteen Aberdeen-An- 
gus and has two good Jerseys to supply the 
family milk and butter, with a surplus for 
sale at times. He has a small herd of hogs, 
and 600 Rhode Island Red hens. Fifty acres 
in cultivation include alfalfa, lespedeza, 
kudzu, and other crops, with thirty-five 
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acres in improved permanent pasture of 
Dallis grass, carpet grass and white clover. 

Planning to increase cotton acreage this 
season, Cooper offers an example of suc- 
cessful balanced farming to many other 
farmers who can increase cotton production 
in 1944, thereby growing more of their own 
feed supply and other products essential for 
the war effort.

We recently purchased six more at the 
State Sale at Hutchinson, Kansas. My hus- 
band has handled Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
since his twenty-first birthday, four years 
ago this month, and intends to handle them 
for many more, thus the life subscription to 
the Aberdeen-Angus Journal. We are locat- 
ed near Cottonwood Falls, Kansas, in the 


heart of the flint hills blue grass region. . 


Our blue grass is famous for its fattening 
of the Texas cattle for the Kansas City 
market.

one thousand and five dollars. Top female 
was Juana of Buena 3d, consigned by Ray 
H, Cline & Son and purchased by Ernest 
Breniman & Son, Brooklyn, Iowa, for six 
hundred dollars.

til he was too old to stand the grind and 
then the boys would knock him in the head 
with a broad axe, invite the neighbors in 
and proceed to have a festival with this al- 
leged beef and hard cider. So you see the 
beef business was merely a sideline until a 
few of the leather britches boys pulled 
stakes and moved on out over the Alle- 
ghenys and settled in Ohio or thereabouts. 
These settlers found they could grow pow- 
erful corn crops, but getting the corn sold 
was something else, so they had to look 
about for some other way to see it instead 
of as corn meal, hominy or corn liquor. 
About this time the townspeople around 
Baltimore, New York, and Boston began 
cultivating a taste for sirloin and this news 
got about to one George Renick who lived 
in the Scioto Valley out in Ohio. So George

went to work and fed a lot of cheap corn 
into some cheap cattle and allowed he’d 
drive them out to Baltimore and try to get 
them sold to some little cafe owner down 
on East Baltimore Street.

They would drive about 
fifteen miles a day and then let the cattle 
graze to keep up their weight. However, 
they got through OK and Mr. R. sold them 
at a reported price of $35.00 a head. The 
price has never been confirmed. George 
went on back home to grow more corn and 
feed more steers. He put 
the story in the county news- 
paper and by this method 
and, of course, through the 
ladies aid society, 
the word of his 
trip got around

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tle business spread and, of course, the hogs 
got their share of the corn, too. 

Down in the southwest the longhorns 
were continuing to multiply. Texans were 
settling in Texas, claiming land and start- 
ing to round up all the-cattle they could 
and brand them. In 1845, Texas got ad- 
mitted to the Union after Sam Houston had 
licked the Mexicans, and then the cattlemen 
developed a little business of loading long, 
gangling, mature steers on boats and tak- 
ing them over to Mobile or New Orleans 
and selling to the settlers around there. 
They were just getting a good start at this 
business when Abe Lincoln freed the slaves. 
The Southern folks thought this downright 
unpatriotic, so the South and North fell to 
fighting for four long years. During this 
time the Yankees blocked off the beef from 
the Southern armies and dern near starved 
them to death. The southwest cattlemen 
of course couldn’t drive a steer all the way 
across the country for the Yankee armies 
and since there were few railroads at the 
time, there was absolutely no sale for 
southwest beef, but all the time the long- 
horns kept breeding. So when Lee gave up 
to Grant at Appomattox, the southwest was 
full of cattle and pastures were getting 
short. 

A fellow named McCoy from Chicago 
figured out a proposition of laying a rail- 
road down toward the big cow country 
some place so’s the trains could meet the 
cattle part way and then the cattle wouldn’t 
be so fagged out when they got to the kill- 
ing floors. So the upshot of it was that a 
big loading point was established at Abi- 
lene, Kansas, in 1867. This Abilene was a 
wild town, consisting of a large number of 
cattle pens, some flop houses, numerous

(Cont. from page 117) 
saloons, a tight jail, and 
a lot of wide-open country 
all around. The cattlemen 
would drive up from Tex- 
as with a big drove of 
steers, sell them to some 
dealer, then all the punch- 
ers would proceed to get 
plastered and raise Old 
Ned for a day or so before 
they went back home for 
another year. There were : 
fist fights. aplenty, occasionally a shootin’, 
and a good many of the boys would spend 
a night or so in the cooler. 

Sometimes the cattle would be hauled di- 
rectly to the butcher and sometimes they’d 
be unloaded for six or eight months in Iowa 
or Illinois or some other corn belt state and 
be fed cheap corn. 

In 1868 some bright engineer conceived 
the idea of a refrigerator car, someone else 
found you could seal meat in a tin can, so 
the modern beef business was really under 
way. In the meantime, Wyoming, Colora- 
do, Montana, and other range states had 
been discovered and settled and it was 
found that some of the mountains would 
graze and grow a steer, so the beef busi- 
ness was spread from one side of the coun- 
try to the other and also all the way up and 
down.

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old longhorns—long, loose, homely creat- 
ures whose chief recommendation was that 
they could stand a lot of rough weather. 
Some few pure bred bulls had been intro- 
duced to the cow country before 1875 but 
the ticks and coyotes devoured most of 
these. Something had to be done because it 
was practically impossible to get an old 
longhorn’s descendant fat in less than five 
or six years, so the more progressive ranch- 
men and cattlemen of the midwest began 
importing registered bulls to cross on native 
cows. Aberdeen-Angus were first brought 
to Kansas in 1873 by a Mr. George Grant 
who was reported not to like sawing off 
horns. Then, too, the ideas of what con- 
stituted good beef began changing along 
about 1880. To begin with, families were 
getting smaller and instead of having to 
kill and keep enough beef to last a family 
of ten all winter, the housewife in, say Jer- 
sey City, could go around to the delicates- 
sen and buy enough fresh beef for the four 
in the family which, by the way, had come 
from a steer killed two weeks before in Chi- 
cago—the same steer having been born on 
a little ranch near Ada, Oklahoma, spend- 
ing the first summer in Wyoming, and then 
being fed corn, soybean meal, and silage 
for eight months near Chariton, Iowa. Peo- 
ple began getting fussy about the quality 
of beef they had to eat, and we had develop- 
ed, after 1900, the so-called “baby beef’, a 
name which, by the way, has been kicked 
around more than somewhat. I mean you’ll 
eat everything from a six weeks old calf to 
a six year old cow and have it called baby 
beef. There ought to be some sort of a law. 


Well, the cattle business and the cattle- 
men got along fairly well from 1900 up to 
the beginning of round one of the present 
war in 1914 and then from 1914 to 1920 
things went crazy. Cattle prices went up 
and up—fetching around $20.00 for a hun- 
dred pounds of choice steer at Chicago. Cat- 
tlemen were told to go ahead and expand 
because all Europe would be hungry and 
out of beef after the war and that the 
American cattleman would get rich by sell- 
ing beef to Europeans who wouldn’t have 
any. This theory looked good on paper so 
many cattlemen over-expanded, speculated 
wildly, and then what happened? Well, in 
1920, the bubble burst, prices of cattle went 
down and by the end of 1921 cattle were 
fetching about 1913 prices and in many 
cases fat cattle brought four or five cents 
a pound less than they had cost as feeders 
five or six months before. Many prosper- 
ous cattlemen went flat busted and never 
got well. Now, we’re right back into this 
melee and, boys, I don’t care whether you 
like O. P. A. or not, but it may be that its 
efforts to avoid what happened after World
